But, also, it was apparent that 
the rooms had been used for other 
purposes since the stone had been 
quarried from them, and furthér 
search was made to ascertain what 
might bave been the use to which 
these mysterious underground 
places had been put. Surprise 
was added to surprise as the care- 
ful excavati aod searching 
brought forth signs that the rooms 
had been meeting places for large 
numbers of people. Little by 
little it became apparent that here 
had been held the sessions of some 
secret or religious order, and at 
last, under a stone which for cen- 
turies had lain buried beneath the 
shifting sands, was carved the 
square and compass of the Ma- 
sonic order. 

The room in which the carved 
stone was found was in the heart 
of the maze which the excavations 
had revealed.

An eminent authority on hy- 
giene says that each child requires 
2,000 cn; ft, of-fresh air pef-hour.'

cu. feet and an attendance of 20 
pupils, this means that the air 
must be renewed every 17 minutes. 
These figures show us clearly that 
the supply of oxygen cannot be 
kept up at all times by the mani- 
pulation of doors and windows. 

In order that*the best results 
may be obtained in ventilating 
the following pointe must be ob- 
served :— 

1. There should be no percep- 
tible draughts. 

2. Provision must be made for 
carrying off impure air. 

3. The fresh air should be 
heated in cold weather before cir- 
culating through the room. 

4. The amount entering should 
be constant. 

5. The air should be taken from 
a pure source. ' 

In discussing systems of venti- 
lation, ] must omit those which 
have to be installed during tbe 
erection of the building. 

One of the most scientific and 
practical devices is the ventilating, 
or jacketed stove. The stove is

notes on school management I 
find that the school room should 
be scrubbed once a month. As 
Robert Ingersoll says of immor- 
tality, “It is a pleasing thought.” 
It: is a question however if the 
average board could beled to see 
the logic of it. In many districts 
it ia difficult fo get a junitor:at all, 
and mitch moredifficult to get one 
willing to scrub. The only way 
that I am able to bring the matter 
to.a focus is to make a bee, and 
social functions of this kind are 
not very popular. 

When scrubbing is done fre- 
quently the Dust Problem is not 
of great moment, but when scrub- 
bing 1s seldom if ever done, dust 
is a constant source of annoyance. 
The presence of dust in the school 
room is objectionable for different 
reasons. It is injurious to clothes, 
curtains, pictures, and furnishings 
in general, it settles g° walls and 
ceiling and other “places from 
which it is not easily removed and 
becomes offensive to the eye; and, 
lastly, it is inhaled by the ooou- 
pants of the room and produces 
bronchial irritation” and various 
Jung-affections. It is also known 
tobe a carrier of disease yerms, 
and many diseases such as con- 
sumption are spread through its 
agency. 

The best general remedy is the 
proverbial “Ounce of Prevention.”

touches a point a little below the 
pit of the stomach. 

4, The back should have proper 
suppost and the pupils should be 
able to extend legs and thighs at 
right angles to the bedy. 

When seats are arranged in the 
manner already described special 
attention can be given to those 
with defective eyesight. By a 
simple method similar to that used 
by opticians weak eyes may. be de- 
tected and the owners comfortably 
seated in the front of the room. 

The approach of cold weather 
usually demands a slight alteration 
in the seating. When’ desks are 
moveable the width of the isles 
may be lessened, the trend of mi- 
gration being toward the stove. 
Girls, as a rule cannot stand as 
much cold as boys, some pupils 
are less rugged than others, and 
frequently some are inadequately 
clothed. These points should be 
carefully noted by the teacher and 
provision made accordingly. 

Another very important subject 
is that of light. In lighting the 
room the teacher is nearly always 
handicapped by a building erected 
regardless of hygieaio principles. 
It is the exceptional school tha 
has windows on one side only, und 
it is a scientific fact that light 
should enter the room from the 
left of the pupil—some authorities 
say from the back as well. When 
windows have been placed ov both 
sides the blinds to the right should 
be drawn, particularly when the 
sun is shining on that gide, and 
the lower panes might be frosted. 
No light should enter from the 
teacher’s end of the room, as con- 
stant looking at a bright surface 
produces dizziness, weak eyes and 
headache. 

If the blackboard has become 
glossy with age it should be re- 
coated or replaced by a new one. 
The dark green blackboard seems 
to reoeive the greatest amount o} 
sanction. 

Some oolors, such as red, are 
very trying to the eyes. Authori- 
ties recommend that walls and 
ceiling be tinted a lavender or a 
brown, and that window blinds be 
of similar shades or of a greenish 
tiot.

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The Growing West. 


Quebeo Chronicle.—It will not 
be many years before the popula- 
tion of Canada west of Lake Su- 
perior will exceed that east of the 
Great Lakes, and when that day 
comes the West will govern the 
confederation. The western prov- 
inces lately created are conmeno- 
ing to feel their strength and to 
take every possible measure for 
the developement and peopling of 
their vast and fertile lands. Al- 
berta, which controls the immense 
Peace River district north of Ed- 
monton, has launched into railway 
building on a large scale for the 
opening up of that country. The 
provinee has done this by guaran- 
teeing the bonds of the Alberta 
Great Waterways railway, .upon 
which work has just been com- 
menoced. This road will run for 
about 350 miles, almust due north 
from Edwenton to Fort McMurray 
on the Athabasca river. At this 
paint steamboat connection will be 
made northward to the mouth of 
the Mackenzio and westward to 
the’ head of the Peace river in 
British Columbia. This means 
three thousand miles of steaniboat 
navigation, making the whole of 
this vast country accessible. 

It is contended that the Peace 
River district is not only as valu- 
able as Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
and Alberta, is a wheat growing 
district, with a favorable climate, 
buat that it also possesses impor- 
tant resources which they bave not. 
Amongst these may be enumerated 
timber of merchantable dimensions 
petroleum, natural gas, great beds 
of salt and aspbalt said to exoel in 
quality ard quantity the lucrative 
deposits of Trinidad. Like other 
portions of Alberta, Peace River 
bas an abundant supply of d 
coal. With all these eandertal an 
sources in sight it is no wonder 
that the Alberta yovernment have 
decided upon a bold policy to open 
up this great country, and the re- 
sul will be a rush of new settlers 
probably surpassing anything io 
the bistory of the Northwest. The 
new conntry evidently bas the oon- 
tidence of the Knglish capitalite, 
for the Edmonton papers tell us 
that the guaranteed bonds have 
been sold in London and tbat the 
proceeds, seven million dollars are

On the Government side of the. 
British House of Commons early 
this year it was estimated that 
Germany might have seventedd 
Dreadnoughts by 1912, while the 
estimates on the Opposition side 
were from twenty-one to twenty- 
five. Aaa matter of fact Germany 
has failed signally to fulfil the 
timetable laid down last year for 
naval construction. 

In Austria there is being cir- 
culated at the present time an ap- 
peal from the new Austrian Navy 
League to the alarmed patriotism 
of its fellow citizens on the ground 
that Great Britain has eighty first 
class ships to Germany’s twenty- 
eight and Austria’s six. In the 
new volunie of the British Navy 
League Annual, the authoritative 
book in regard to naval matters 
issued yearly by the non partizan 
Navy League, there are expert 
comparisons between the new 
British and the projected or par- 
tially built German ships of the 
same type, vessel for vessel, Dread- 
nought and super-Dreadnought. 
In every item the superiority is 
on the British side, displacement 
and horse power, 12-inch guns 
against ll-inch, broadside, ahead 
and astern fire each showing a 10 
per cent margin in favor of Great 
Britain, with the same superiority 
for the typical gun of each type of 
ship in its ability to pierce armor. 

It is now plain that Germany’s 
first two Dreadnoughts will, by 
the time they are finished, have 
occupied nearly four years in 
building. The figures show that 
by January, 1912, Germany can at 
the most have ready not twenty- 
five or twenty-one or seventeen 
Dreadnoughts, but a bave thirteen. 
More probably she will have eleven. 
We are secure of twenty—a _reck- 
oning which omits Great Britains 
two Nelsons, which some think 
better than Dreadnotghts, and 
the crushing British superiority 
in earlier types. 

The British naval prograinme is 
a main cause of the Lloyd-George 
budget. Even before the budget 
has run the gauntlet of the Lords, 
the future surplus from the new 
taxes has to face the demands for 
the next year’s naval programe. 
Meanwhile, in Germany, the re- 
sults of bye-elections and State 
elections are continuing to dem- 
onstrate strikingly the strength of 
public sentiment against the bur- 
den of taxation for military and 
naval purposes. Germany too, 
has a budget problem, and a far 
worse one than Great Britain's. A 
new Chancellor has just succeeded 
to the task of trying to devise 
ways and means of making ends 
meet in the face of an estimated 
deficit of £27,000,000. There is 
Mo other way possible than meet - 
ing the fresh deficit by increased 
taxation and against that way the 
long suffering German taxpayer is 
rising in revolt.
